TRANSIT 
SOLUTION 
BY HOWELL 


An otherwise quiet and un- 
eventful 
meeting was enlivened on Mon- 
day night, January 7, by a report 
given by Vice-mayor Lewis How- 
ell on the workshop session on 
the Rapid Transit plan  held| 
Thursday evening, January 3. 


Guest of the session was 
George Silliman, Representative 
of the Mayor’s Conference on the 
Rapid Transit Commission. A so- 
lution to the objectionable pres- 
ent plan of running the elevated 
through the center of Albany 
was offered by Howell to Silli- 
man. Howell proposed that since 
the only voting precincts in Al- 
bany overwhelmingly in favor of 
the proposed Rapid Transit issue 
were the three at University Vil- 
lage, the elevated turn at the 
Berkeley-Albany line and follow 
the Codornices Creek bed down 
through the Village, where a sta- 
tion could be maintained in the 
vicinity of Buchanan, and then 
proceed east of the Freeway. 





This would eliminate the ne- 
cessity of removing homes and 
businesses from the Santa Fe 
area of Albany, thus leaving on 
the tax rolls revenue necessary 
to the economic structure of Al- 
bany, and not displacing families 
and their dwellings. Silliman 
agreed to take Howell's suggest- 
ed plan back to the Commission 
for study. Present at the meet- 
ing, and in accord with Howell, 
were representatives from the Al- 
bany Homeowners and Taxpay- 
ers’ Association and the Albany 
Committee on Rapid Transit.
